1  increasing,  imiuuniaation  against  dix)hthoria,  Tho  comparatively  few 
cases  of  and  tho  absence  of  death  in  di'phthoria  in  the  country  is  duo 
to  immunization. 

The  s\?imning  bath  vdth  its  oxcollont  record  of  cleanliness 
is  increasing  in  p)Opularity  and  is  a  groat  asset  in  building  up  the 
I  health  of  and  providing  recreation  for  tho  community,  particularly  tho 
I  younger  generation.

I  Wo  are  fortunate  in  having  a  good  v/ator  supialy  (chlorinated) 

I  and  the  Council  is  over  vigilant  in  its  maintenance  particularly  in 
view  of  the  increasing  consumption. 


Milk 

I  Tho  regular  sampling  of  designated  milk  continually  brings  to 

1  tho  notice  of  tho  retailors  the  vital  importaaco  of  maintaining  a  clean 
milk  supply. 


Tho  Council  has  again  fully  maintainod  its  drive  to  build 
tho  maximum  number  of  houses  mthin  the  limits  ir.ix)osGd  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  allocation  thereby  assisting  tho  urgent  and  pressing  nood.s  of 
the  community,  Tho  result  of  this  policy  is  now  evident  in  tho  number 
of  houses  under  construction  and  comx^loted  darning  tho  year. 

The  many  xoroblems  associated  with  tho  elderly  people  continue 
to  increase  -  some  of  the  difficulties  are  from  the  long  term  maladies 
in  an  aging  population  and  are  increased  by  the  number  of  elderly 
chronic  sick.  Ono  notes  with  satisfaction  the  lead  tho  Council  has 
given  to- tho  various  organisations  in  tho  district  in  promoting  the 
recreation  and  welfare  of  the  elderly.  The  urgent  problem  of  having 
to  house  and,  look  after  tho  chronic  sick  remains,  the  last  resort,  at 
present,  being  tho  public  assistance  institutions  which  are  not  only 
full  but  have  a  v/aiting  list,

and  in  contrast  to  last  year  a  much  improved  one,  althougli  it  still  has 
its  difficulties.  Its  success  is  in  no  sr:iall  moasm'e  due  to  the  effort 


of  Mrs.  Marsdon,  tho  local  crganisor.  It  is  woll  patronized  and  rGcru;; 
its  raonters  fron  local  wonon,  tho  rogular  nontors  'boing  supplied  with 
an  ovoiTXLi  cu'id  distinctivG  hadgG, 

Expcrienco  has  sho\m  that  on  an  avoragG  8  horiG  helps  aro  ahl{| 
to  cope  with  tho  don-ands  of  tho  district,  although  occasionally  outsid': 
help  has  hocn  nocessary. 

Tho  service  rendered  is  j)rinarily  during  illness  in  the  homei 
andi  mainly  amongst  elderly  p)eoxDlc,  being  particularly  valuable  to  thos 
living  alcho.  In  addition,  assistance  is  rendered  in  domiciliary, 
natornity  and  midwifory  cases,  operation  cases  etCo 

Old  Peoples’  Welfare 

Tho  Street  Old;.  Peoples*  Welfare  OoLiLiittee  formed  in  1951 
extended  its  activities  consid.orably  during  tho  year. 

The  Social  Club  became  more  firmly  established  and  met  woekl: 
on  Thursday  <at  the  Crispin  Hall.  Tho  nembors  played  cards,  dominoes 
and  chess,  read  the  wide  variety  of  x)eriodicals  provided  or  gust 
chattedu  together.  The  measure  of  their  enjoyment  was  indicated  by 
the  rise  in  mombershix)  from  about  twenty  to  over  a  hundred  din?ing  the 
yeoir.  Outings  woro  arranged  during  the  summer  and  various  ontertoinmo, 
were  given,  a  groat  deal  "of  help  was  forthcoming  from  voluntary  organ 
sations  and  the  Club’s  problem  at  tho  end  of  tho  year  was  to  find 
sufficient  accommodation  for  all  the  members. 


A  Visiting  Service  v/as  commenced  dturing  the  year  and  22  old 
X^eoplo  unable  to  get  out  and  about  wore  regularly  visited  in  their 
homos  by  a  teom  of  16  visitors.  There  appears  to  be  a  very  great  need 
for  such  a  service  v;hich  und.oubtedly  gives  pleasure  to  the  old  people 
concerned. 

As  an  extension  of  the  Service,  strenuous  ofiorts  were  being 
made  at  tho  close  of  tho  year  tc  commence  the  "Meals  on  Wheels"  Servic 
in  Street  to  deliver  hot  mid-day  meals  to  old  people  in  their  hones  at  j 
a  small  cost.  [

Greenbank  Sv/imminp;  Pool 

This  bath,  privately  owned,  situated  in  Wilfrid  Road,  Street 
v/as  made ^ possible  through  a  legacy  from  the  late  Miss  Alice  Glurk,  a 
pioneer  in  the  welfare  of  v/omon  and  children.  It  has  once  again  proved 
to  bo  a  groat  asset  to  Stroot  and  district,  people  and  school  parties 
coming  from  considorable  distances. 

Tho  capacity  of  the  bath  is  200,000  gallons,  tho  v/ator  is 
heatod  and  tho  children's  section  is  separate  from  tho  adults. 

No  accidents  v/cre  reported  and  tho  percentage  of  people  using 
tho  bath  who  can  swim  is  very  high  and  incx'oasing,  Tho  attendance  this 
year  totalled  48,000  of  which  3^,000  wore  children  as  compared  with 
38,000  and  24,000  respectively  last  year. 

The  breakpoint  method  of  chlorination  was  used  vath  excellent 
results  and  a  high  standard  of  water  was  kept  throughout  tho  season. 
Tests  for  froo  chlorine,  alkalinity  and  bi-carbonate  alkalinity  wore 
taken  several  times  each  day.  Samples  v/oro  takn  by  tho  Local  Authority 
iind  sent  to  tho  Gount;}^  Analyst.  The  surrounds  and  dressing  rooms  wore 
kept  clean  by  daily  scrubbing  with  a  sterilising  agent. 

A  qualified  Bath  Superintendent  witbi  other  helpers  is  in 
regular  attendance  and  tho  Urban  District  Gouncil  is  represented  on  the 
Management  Gommittoo,
